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HH Comment * Another report by the same source on ^oviet troops being 
entrained in the Constanta area in mid-iiay 1950 constitutes the first infor- 
mation on Soviet troops in that area since early January 1950 « 

It is not known whether the Soviet troops observed in Constanta in early 
June 1950 were those who arrived by rail in May 1950 or whether they have 
been stationed in Constanta for a long time.
